above alt, the defenceless condition of the negro race 
throughout the South, the horrible barbarities prac¬ 
ticed upon it, its blood crying to us from the ground 
of so many States—all these considerations urge the 
members and friends of the Society to renewed zeal and 
greater devotion. Fidelity now may save the nation 
from another war. Any slackening of effort now, any 
mistake in counsel, may oblige our children to fight 
this horrible battle over again. Fidelity now may show 
the world that these governing ‘masses, taught by the 
war, are able to do what no nation has ever yet done, 
root out and utterly destroy, in one revolution, a great 
national evil. To relax now, to choose a wrong path, 
may give one-half the nation over to confusion and 
imarchy like that which has afflicted Mexico for half a 
century. 

Let the members and friends of the Society gird their 
armor for a final struggle. Let all who ean strengthen 
us with their presence and counsel, and let those un¬ 
able to be present send us both their advice and such 
contributions as they can to aid in making the nation 
wise and keeping it vigilant in these hours. The patriot 
graves, marching over which we have reached this | 
vantage ground, and this helpless race still exposed 
the storms of their old masters’ hate, both claim this 
fidelity of us. The great stride which the nation has 
made towards a right settlement within the last year, 
and the marvellous readiness of the masses for thor¬ 
ough measures, encourage us to perseverance.

CONGRESSIONAL DISSIMULATION. 


Congress, though still in session as we write, 
about to adjourn. The present indications ar 
that it will adjourn till the usual time of meeting 
in December next. No forward step has been 
taken since the adjournment of its predecessor, ii 
what should have been its first work—the impeach¬ 
ment of the President. The authority of Congress 
in the matter of Reconstruction is no longer ques¬ 
tioned. The execution of its laws is the first thing 
to be provided for. The Washington correspon¬ 
dents tell us that Gen. Grant is disinclined to have 
Congress adjourn and leave ihe responsibility of 
military reconstruction unrestricted in the hands 
of the President. Very important testimony, it is 
said, has been taken by the Judiciary Committee 
involving the usurpations of the President. Though 
the execution of the laws designed for the protec¬ 
tion of the black and white loyalists of the South, 
and to forward Reconstruction, is dependent upon 
the President’s inclination. Congress deliberately 
proposes to surrender the country again into Ms 
keeping for several months. 

It may be well for members bf Congress to 
member that this question of Impeachment is one 
with wMeh they cannot trifle with impunity. If 
they did not mean to consummate the impeach¬ 
ment and removal of a treacherous officer, whom 
the people had already impeached as far as their 
votes could accomplish it, they would have been 
wiser to have ignored the question at the outset. 
Enough has already transpired to satisfy the people 
that Johnson ought to be impeached. In shirking 
this duty, Congress itself becomes responsible with 
the President. A flourish of words about impeach¬ 
ment, and then a disgraceful dodging of the actual 
and patent responsibility will not suffice. The 
duty of Congress does not end with passing laws 
over a dozen vetoes. Its paramount duty is to veto 
the vetoer. We warn the “ conservative ” Republi¬ 
cans of Congress that they have prepared articles 
for their own impeachment, if, after the action they 
have already sanctioned; they refuse to remove 


Pennsylvania has wiped one blot from her es¬ 
cutcheon. One more victory for justice has been 
won on her soil. The long straggle to open the 
doors of her city rail-road cars to her colored pop¬ 
ulation is ended. Her Legislature and Governor 
have awarded to them the justice whieh Philadel¬ 
phia, with her hundreds of churches and 
fluentia! ministry, denied. Henceforward men 
women shall not be ejected from the cars to the 
street pavement, at peril of life or limb, to gratify 
the prejudices of some of their fellow-citizens who 
do not wish that “the ladies of their families’ 
shall ride with negroes. Henceforward the wearied 
school-teacher, returning from her arduous day’ 
labor, shall not be condemned to walk to hsr dis¬ 
tant home through cold and heat and storm ; 
henceforward invalid women and aged men shall 
be permitted to avail themselves of a public con¬ 
veyance, even though their complexion may not be 
white. And their scornful brothers and sisters 
who cannot comfortably sit beside a colored fellow- 
n a car, will have the right to walk, 
indulge in the luxury of a private carriage, if their 
purses will afford it and their prejudice is, in their 
estimation, worth the expense. 

Probably in the course of a few months, the 
presence of colored persons in railway cars will at¬ 
tract no more attention in Philadelphia than it 
does in other cities; and many foolish persons, 
who have been horrified by the prospect of such 
innovation, will wonder at their own folly, for 
while, and then forget it. It is wonderful to see 
how readily people reconcile themselves to a cus 
tom when it is once established. 

It might be interesting to inquire why Philadel- 
pMa has been more tardy than other cities in ac¬ 
cording this justice to her colored population ; but 
it is more fitting now to indulge the joy wMch the 
victory inspires. It has bean a hard-fought long- 
fought battle, in which the Abolitionists, the colored 
people and some of the Republicans of PhiladelpMa 
have borne their part; and in this triumph all true 
friends of freedom rejoice with them. It is an 
earnest of higher triumphs. The gigantfo system 
of slavery, with all jts outgrowths, is doomed to 
utter destruction; and the equal rights of man, as 
man, are destined to receive universal acknowledg¬ 
ment and respect. Every onward step foretells 
another ; every shout of victory heralds a future 
triumph ; one after another the foes of humanity 
are vanquished, and who ean doubt the final glori¬ 
ous result ? The doctrine of human brotherhood 
is to be written in our laws, and to be folly illus¬ 
trated in our practice; and the civil and political 
rights of ihe weakest and humblest person are to 
be sacredly guarded by our Federal Constitution. 
To this the signs of the times point, towards this 
the nation is steadily progressing ; to prevent its 
accomplishment the selfishness and pride of 
will strive in vain ; to hasten it every true-hearted 
man and woman may successfully work.

M. D. Conway, in the Boston (Commonwealth, writes 
follows of “Dickens on Workhouse Amelioration 
fir. Charles Dickens has also lately had something to 
say about public matters. It may be remembered by 
those of your readers who can spare time for watching 
the progress of matters in this country, that Mr. 
Gathorne Hardy came into office under the present 
government with a flourish of trumpets as ‘to what he 
intended to do by way of remedying the scandals which 
had been brought to light in the work-houses by the 
Amateur Casual and other cunning explorers into the 
poor-houses. All of this talk came to nothing, how¬ 
ever, and now we have Mr. Hardy complaining that 
‘ the newspapers have written sensationally upon work- 
house mismanagement, and that an interest wholly 
disproportionate to the circumstances has been roused 
the public mind.’ Upon this Mr. Dickens takes two 
of the most remarkable cases—that of poor men who 
perished through the neglect of the well-paid fonetion- 
who are placed in these institutions—and admin¬ 
isters a terriffic flaggellation to Hardy.

I 
wonder if the people of the South have forgotten the 
feet that wherever your soldiers, sick or wounded, 
needed help, their slaves were always willing and eager 
to furnish it If the people of the South have not fOr- 
gotten all these facts, I wonder if there is a gentleman 
this floor who believes that they love the blacks any 
better to-day than they did a few years ago. I say to 
you, gentlemen, that the passage of this amendment, 
with this second section in it, would not be doing jus- | 
tice to the religious, honest, manly sentiment of Massa¬ 
chusetts. I say that Massachusetts should declare 
here, and at onee, ‘ We were compelled to go into this 
contest; we have spent millions of dollars and mil¬ 
lions of lives ; we see around us, wherever we go, men 
bearing the'marks of the infernal institution of Ameri- 
slavery, and the war that was brought' on to sup¬ 
port it ; and we mean that, so far as we have .any 
in the matter, every vestige of that institution shall be 
swept from the land.’

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PRESENT DANGER. 


To the Editor of ihe Standard : 

I am afraid yon were too liberal last week, in giving 
me two places in your crowded columns. Permit 
to correct one word which Mr. Johnson’s types mistook 
for another. I wrote “slaveholders were to be, 
as possible, precious in the sight of our armies 
enemies, as was printed. 

One thought more, if you can spare the space. Mr. 
Phillips said, in his excellent letter last week 
new Military Reconstruction law, “ There is no safety 
but in an amendment to the Federal Constitution, se¬ 
curing negro suffrage.” That is just the reason why I 
wrote the article in The’ Standard of last week, headed 
Impeachment of the President. With a few States re¬ 
constructed, a very feus, we could not thus amend, while 
we might lose muebwebave already, gained. Impeach¬ 
ing the President, if anybody at Washington desfeedit, 
would not affect that question one way or ihe other 
and hence my indifference to that measure. The South 
has intended to return to the Union ever since the doom 
of her Confederacy ; making, of course, the best terms 
she could. The conditions are before her. Now she 
begins to say, as Mr. Phillips quoted from her 
mouth, “ The quicker we get into the Union the better. 
Then we are a State, and we can control our own affairs : 
changing Ottr State Constitution if necessary. ” Herein 
onr danger. 

Mr. Blaine’s amendment to the Military Beconstrnc- 
m act, incorporating into it thq late Amendment 
the Constitution, is a vaccination of the old slavery virus, 
the consequences of which Cannot be too deeply dreaded.

A little more than a week ago, returning 
from a visit to Clinton county, Ohio, he wos detained 
by sickness a day and a half at Alliance, and f 
has seemed very feeble, but did not discontinue his 
make himself useful You know his habit of 
conscientious effort to do good, in whieh he was untiring. 
Few men possess the energy and perseverance he evinced 
battling with the evils of society. We who 
will realize this now, and the poor and the outcast will 
iss their friend.” 

The life of our friend was full of tender sympathy 
and earnest sincerity for all, at the same time that it 
was controlled by stem moral principle. These mani¬ 
festations of character appeared not only in the more 
endearing relations of home, they extended to his neigh¬ 
borhood, were manifest in earnest fidelity to his profes¬ 
sional duties, and constituted him a thorough, uncom¬ 
promising reformer. To this work of reform he brought 
a sturdy intelligent purpose, a clear intellect, a benevo¬ 
lent heart, a tender conscience. His mistakes 
on the side of humanity. He sought earnestly for truth, 
and more than most men had faith in it. Faith 
only in its ultimate triumph, but faith in it as a present 
effective instrumentality against error and wrong. To 
him the difference between right and wrong washeayen- 
wide. He knew not how to compromise between them, 
or how to abate his most unqualified condemnation of J 
wrong. At whatever cost of position, of business, 
of friends, he maintained his earnest convictions of] 
right, and was in consequence often the victim of mis¬ 
apprehension and popular reproach. But now, so faith¬ 
ful was his life, so self-forgetful his labors of love, so 
evident, in the retrospect, becomes the honesty of his 
purpose, that few or none of those who may have 
thought or spoken hardly of him in the hour of conflict 
but will now rejoice to honor him for those noble virtues 
which prompted him to that for which they once 


In his labors of love he was not only thorough and 
uncompromising, he was also comprehensive ip pur¬ 
pose. He sought to elevate labor and give it its just 
reward; was ever the friend of the disfranchised and 
despoiled of whatever class. He was the friend and 
advocate of peace in the most radical sense of the term. 
But the especial labor of his life was for the American 
slave. More than thirty years ago Dr. Brooke, a native 
of Maryland, adopted the principles and enlisted heart¬ 
ily in the work of the early Abolitionists. That they 
were hated and vilified for their work’s sake, but bound 
him the more inseparably to it and to them. All through 
these long disgraceful years, when noble men and women 
search of freedom were hounded through city and 
mtry, the victims alike of mob law and statute-law, 
he was always their friend; no unseasonable hour, nc 
expense, no pressure of business, no consideration of 
danger to person or property, would prevent his giving 
all needful aid. And the most devoted laborers in the 
effort to overthrow slavery by moral instrumentality, 
will well remember with what confidence they always ! 
counted on his aid in their most desperate assaults upon 
popular crime, and how confidently they could always

All the movements made hero of late, point conclu¬ 
sively to a new attempt to organize what is termed 
Conservative parly. Of course such an attempt ce 
have bpt one aim. That is . to drive out of power the 
earnest and radical men, whose presence so annoys the 
moderates and trimmers, and thus to rob the principles 
which.the men to-be ostracized represent of their per¬ 
fect success. 

The character of this movement is clearly seen in 
three ways: 1st. In its determination to bring about 
an adjournment immediately and without means of re¬ 
assembling earlier than December or November next 
2d. In its opposition to any further proceeding with 
impeachment, and the open deriding of the solemn 
charges made against Mr. Johnson, which is made by 
leading members of the Republican party. 3d. In the 
direct fight made against Gen. Butler, and though not 
‘iolently, against Gen. Logan. The open an- 
tagnoism exhibited against' Butter by leading Republi¬ 
cans in Congress is disgraceful in the extreme. 

There is another evidence of the character of the 
combination alluded too, but that is outside of Congres¬ 
sional proceedings. The purpose, so far as one can yet 
judge by the developments, is to unite the Conservative 
element of the Republican party North, the old pro¬ 
slavery Whig respectability that went with the Demo¬ 
cracy during the war, and the present rebel submission- 
ists of the South. I cannot better describe the charac¬ 
ter of this combination than to say that it mud prefer* 
affiliation with Gov. Brown of Georgia, to association 
with A. J. Hamilton of Texas. It prefers Holden 
Hunnieut, Griffin, Dell and the other radical editors 
who propose to fight it out on that line unto the end, 
whether that be bitter , or otherwise. It would rather 
have the Ewings, John Sherman, Fessenden, Morgan, 
Frelinghuysen, Raymond, id r/mne genus, than Sum¬ 
ner, Stevens, Drake, Butler, Wade, Yale, Shellabarger, 
Boutwel], Logan and those who act with and follow 
them. It would not consciously accept the accusation, 
but the result of their view will be to halt the unrepre¬ 
sented States in their Northward and National march 
at the Potomac, rather than bring them even to the 
Schuylkill and Susquehanna. It entails if successful

created. This Fall Ohio elects a Legislature which will 
elect a successor to Mr, Wade.
